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I claimed less than T had a right to claim and now seek broader claims which omit at least the 
limitation of claim 1 requiring: said lighting control means including a self-contained position 
detection means disposed on said support member for determining said positions of said 
support member and thereby positions of the respective luminous devices by having a body 
displaceabie relative to said support member by movement of the support member 
and determining said position based on displacement of said body relative said 
support member, 

I claimed less than I had a right to claim because priority was not perfected to secure benefit 
of the foreign filing date of April 12, 1993, and I now seek perfection of priority to remove 
the EP 0 546 844 A2 reference as prior art, which error of not perfecting priority in the 
original patent resulted in claiming less than 1 had right to claim. 

All errors corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant.
